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INTRODUCTION 


l. Rationale of the Bibliography 


In 1921, a bibliography of works pertaining to the study of the lıfe, 
works, and thousht of St. Thomas Aquinas, compiled by Fathers 
Mandonnet and Destrez, was published.|2 This lıst of 2,219 items, 
analytıcally arranged with excellent indexes, has proved to be an 
almost ıindispensable research tool for thomistic scholars. No such 
general bibliography has appeared since 1921. To supplement the 
original Bibliographic, the Dominicans of Le Saulchoir have printed 
periodical surveys of thomistic literature, wıth critical comments, in 
the Bulletin Thomiste, beginning with the year 1924.- Several other 
journals have excellent bibliographical sections ın which the chief 
thomistic works of each year are ıncluded.3 While these periodical 
surveys are most useful, ıt is difficult for the average scholar to 
obtaın them all and to find quickly in them the literature relevant to 
a specific piece of research. Hence, it has seemed advısable to com- 
pıle ın one volume an analytical lıst of the more ımportant publications 
in the field of thomistic studies from 1920 to 1940. The present 
Bibliography is the result. Its purpose, then, is to make available, in 
handy form, accurate references to the thomistic literature of these 


twenty years. 


Naturally, the learned members of St. Thomas own Order, who 
did the Bibliographic of 1921, would be the logical compilers or such 
a supplement. However, Father Mandonnet is now dead (1936) 
and, due to war conditions, the Dominicans of Belgium and their 
European confreres arc unable to do this work. Representatives

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of the Order of Preachers ın Canada and the United States have 
assured the present writer that they cannot carry on such a task 
of compilation. They have been very kınd in giving full approval to 
the present enterprise? 

In the main, the analytıcal divisions according to subject-matter, 
of the present list, follow those of the Mandonnet-Destrez Biblio- 
graphie Thomiste. These categories, with a few modifications for the 
sake of clarıty and completeness, have been retained so that it will 
be possible to use this Bibliography as a supplement to that of 1921. 
As far as the listing of secondary works is concerned, this Thomistic 
Bibliography in no way supplants the work of Mandonnet-Destrez, 
since they deal wıth different chronological periods. 

The user will find, ın the present work, references to a large num- 
ber of recent books and articles ın all scholarly languages, dealıng 
with the many aspects of thomistic studies. Xo effort has been made 
to give al) the literature in this field. That would be neither possible 
nor advisable; no one man can know all these publications, and not all 
of them are really valuable. On the other hand, the fact that a work 
is listed here does not mean that it ıs necessarıly a good study, or 
that ıt presents St. Thomas ın an orthodox fashion, or finally, that 
it ıs recommended for the use of the average student. Conceivably, 
it may be necessary for some ıinvestigators to have reference to bad 
works as much as to good ones. Moreover, ıt ıs probably unneces- 
sary to point out that the present writer has not seen many of the 
works herein listed. 

Items in the Bibliography are classified under five major cate- 
sories: I. Life and Personality of St. Thomas, II. Works of St. 
l’homas, III. Philosophical Doctrines, IV. Theologıcal Doctrines, and 
\  Doctrinal and Historical Relations. The sub-divisions under these 
general categories may be seen in the Table of Contents. Within 
each sub-division, ıtems are listed alphabetically under the names of 
the authors, wıth anonymous works first. This represents a departure 
from the chronological ordering of each subdivision, which ıs used 
tn the Bibliographie Thomiste.

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2. Method of Using the Bibliography 


To find the title and probable date of any work of St. Thomas: 
see Introduction, section 4, where the authentic works are arranged 
chronologically. Location of each work in the standard editions is 
also ıindıcated there. For more complete information on recent edi- 
tions and translations, consult the Bibliography, category Il: Works 
of St. Thomas. 

To find works on a definite topic: check the pertinent sub-divisions 
in the Tabic of Contents and consult the pages therein indicated. Thus, 
if the topic be the ımmortality of the human soul, one would look at 
category III: Philosophical Doctrines, sub-division J: Psychology. 
On the other hand, ıf the ıinvestigation has to do with the super- 
natural destiny of man, let us say the beatific vısıon, one would 
consult category IV: Theological Doctrines, sub-division OÖ: Future 
Life and Destiny of Man. As this example shows, certain topics may 
fall wıthin two or more sub-divisions. 

To find all of the works of a modern author on thomistic topics: 
use the alphabetical list of authors in /ndex I, where such works are 
listed by serial number; then look up these numbers in the Biblio- 
graphy. Non-English names are alphabetized without attention to 
such prefixes as: de, di, van, von, and so on. Authors who write 
normally ın Englısh but have names containing such prefixes are 
listed according to the complete form of their surnames; thus, 
D’Arcy comes under 'D’. Religious are lısted by surnames, where 
given ; otherwise, by their name in religion. 

To find the full title and place of publication of a periodical, col- 
lection, or reference work: check the abbreviation with the alphabetical 
list in /ndex IV. 

To find thomistic articles appearing in any periodical during the 
period 1920-1940: see alphabetical list of periodicals in Index 
III, where references are given to serial numbers under which articles 
from the periodicals are listed. 

To find anonymous "works: consult the list alphabetized under the 
first key-word in the title, in Index Il. Note that Symposium titles 
arc listed alphabetically in category III, sub-division B. 


3. Chronology of the Life of St. Thomas 


1225 A.D. Thomas Aquinas was born in the castle of Roccasccca, 
seventy-five miles south of Rome. His father, Landolfo, was 
Count of Aquino, a nearby town. Some competent authorities 
gıve 1224 or 1226 as the date of his biırth. 


1230 (probably in May) He entered the Benedictine Abbey of Monte 
Cassıno (eishty-five miles south of Rome) as an oblate and 
began his elementary studies. This monastery, founded in 
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529 by St. Benedict, had been the cradle of the Benedictine 
Order. 


1239 Due to the war between Frederick II, King of Sicıly (which 
kıngdom included the portion of southern Italy about Naples 
and north beyond Aquino), and Pope Gregory IX, the monks 
were forced to leave the Abbey. Thomas returned home. 


1239 (Autumn) After doffing the Benedictine habıt and spending 
the summer at home, he enrolled at the University of Naples, 
recently (1224) founded by Frederick II. Here he completed 
his liberal arts studies, finishing the frivium under Master Mar- 
tin and the quadrivium under Peter of Ireland. 


1243 (December 24) Landolfo, Thomas father, died.. Thomas took 
the habıt of the Dominican Order, possibly ın the Spring of 
1244. John the Teuton, General of the Order, decıded to take 
Thomas to Bologna, and eventually to Paris, to complete his 
philosophical and theological studies. Fiıfteen days later, while 
en route at Aquapendente, some of Thomas brothers and rela- 
tıives apprehended hım because they and his mother did not like 
his entrance ınto a mendicant Order. Thomas remained at 
home, a semi-prisoner, for about one year. 

1245 (Autumn) Thomas regained his liberty, again took the Domini- 
can habit and went to Parıs, where he began to study under 
St. Albert the Great. Some German authorities, not wıthout 
some historical basis, ınsist that he went to Cologne at this time. 

1248 St. Albert went to Cologne to establish a Dominican House of 
Theological Studies and Thomas was taken along to study 
theology for four years. 

1252 Thomas returned to the Universit£ of Paris to lecture on the 
Bible for two years (Baccelarius Biblicus). 

1254 For the following two years, he lectured on the Four Books of 
Sentences of Peter Lombard (Baccelarius Sententiarum.) 

1256 Thomas was granted his Masistrate (doctorate) ın Theology at 
the University of Parıs, and continued to teach there for three 
years. 

1259 He returned to Italy to teach theology at the Pontifical Court of 
Pope Alexander IV, at Anagnı. 

1261-1265 Taught theology at Orvieto, the residence of Pope Ur- 
ban IV. 

1265-1267 Leaving the Papal Court, he taugsht at the Dominican 
House of Studies, ın the Convent of St. Sabina, Rome. 

1267 (Autumn)-1268 (November) Recalled by Pope Clement IV, 
Thomas tausht theology at Viterbo, ın the Papal Court. 

1268 (Autumn) He returned to teach at the University of Paris. 
Now, he was ınvolved in various controversies, with the Latin 
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Averroists, wıth opponents of the mendicant Orders, and with 
reactionary critics of hıs doctrine. 


1272 (After Easter) Thomas went back to Italy; was present at a 
general chapter of the Dominicans held in Florence in the week 
of Pentecost; attended his brother-ın-law, Roger of Aquıla at 
his death on August 2; served as executor of the estate In 
October, he began to teach al the University of Naples. 


1274 At the ınvitation of Pope Gregory X, he set out ın January 
for Lyons, to attend an ımportant Church Council. On the 
way, he fell sıck and had to stop at the Cistercıian Abbey of 
Fossanova, near Terracına. There he died on the seventh of 
Marell. 

1323 Pope John XXII canoniızed St. Thomas, on July 18th. 


1567 Pıus V, Pope and Saint, proclaimed St. Thomas a Doctor of the 
Church, on Aprıl 11th. 


1880 Pope Leo XIII, on August 4th. named St. Thomas the universal 
patron of Catholic Schools. 


4. The Works of St. Thomas: Chronological List 

(1) Major Theological Works. These are the Scriptum super IV 
Libros Sententiarum, the Summa contra Gentiles, and the magistral 
Summa Theologica. There are few problems of authenticity in con- 
nection with these works. The Commentary on the Sentences is the 
product of St. Thomas’ first years as a teacher of theology. It was 
considered by Mandonnet to be a somewhat ımmature work.d* The 
Summa contra Gentiles was done in the middle of St. Thomas’ teach- 
ing period. It is not properly called a Summa Philosophica (as is 
done in some printed editions) ; rather, it ıs a work of Christian apol- 
ogetics, using philosophical arguments frequently ın the first three 
books but relying much on theological principles ın the fourth book. 
The Summa Theologica was written during St. Thomas’ last years 
and remained unfinished at his death. The Supplementum to Part 
III was compiled, chiefly from portions of the Commentary on the 
Sentences, by Reginald of Piperno, the friend and closest associate 
of St. Thomas. It should be noted by those who are not famiılıar 
with the text that some editions of the Summa Theologica contain, in 
cach article, a section entitled Conclusio. These conclusions were not 
written by St. Thomas but by a Louvain theologıan. Augustinus Hun- 
naeus. 


Certaın abbreviated forms arc used almost universally in cıtations 
of these works. The Summa contra Gentiles ıs divided into books and 
chapters. A standard reference will take this form: CG III, 6 init. 

5) Thus, in the rh’crtisscement of his edition of the Scriptum in Libros Sen- 


tentiarum, Parıs, 1929, I, v, Mandonnet wrote: “ä trente et un ans, un homme 
meme de genie na pas dit son dernier mot.” 
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(i.e. Summa contra Gentiles, Book three, chapter six, at the begin- 
ning of the chapter). Each of the four books of St. Thomas’ Com- 
mentary on the Sentences is divided into distinctions; each distinction 
will contain one or more questions; each question has several artıcles; 
some articles are divided into sub-questions (quaestiunculae). The 
structure of the article is similar to that of an article in the Summa 
Theologica, as explained below. Thus, a standard reference would 
be: In HI Sent. 25, 2, 1, 3 solut. (or resp., or c), (il.e. Commentary 
on the Third Book of Sentences, distinction twenty-five, question two, 
article one, sub-question three, in the solution, also called the response 
or corpus). The Summa Theologica is divided into three Parts: 
Part two is subdivided into two divisions: Prima Secundae (I-II) and 
Secunda Secundae (II-II). Each part is divided into more than a 
hundred questions. Bach question contains from one to more than 
fifteen artıcles. Each artıtcle has the following structure: the state- 


ment of the problem (Utrum . . .), the objections itemized (Videtur 
quod . ), the statement of an authority or reason in opposition to 
the objections (Sed contra .... ), the response, or body of the article, 
constituting the main answer of St. Thomas to the problem (Re- 
spondeo dicendum ... ), and the itemized replies to the original ob- 
jections (Ad Im, Ad 2m ...). A reference will take this form: 


ST (or STh ) II-II (or Ila Ilae), 19. 4 c, et ad 2m. (i.e. Summa 
Theologica, second division of Part two. question nineteen, article 
four, in the corpus or response, and also ın the answer to the second 
objection). It ıs a good practice to add to such references the volume 
and page numbers of the edition being used. Where possible, the 
two Summa's should be cited from the Leonine edition; the Com- 
mentary on the Sentences from the near-critical edition of Man- 
donnel-Moos. 

(n) The Theological Questions. These constitute a distinct genre 
of mediaeval academic literature. While St. Thomas was not the 
inventor of the Question form, as some scholars have maintained, 
there ıs little doubt that wıth him ıt reached its perfection. There 
are two scries of thomistic Questions: the Quaestiones Ouodlibetales 
and the Ouaestiones Disputatae. The Quodlibets deal with a variety 
of unrelated topics; whereas each Disputed Question has one major 
topic and all ıts articles bear on this subject. Both arc records of 
formal, academic disputations or debates on theologiıcal or philo- 
sophical problems. The chronolog}- of these works ıs difficult and 
the dates given ın the list which follows are admittedly tentative. 
There ıs little trouble as to authenticity, but the reader should note 
that, in the Ouaesi Disp de Virtutibus in Communi, art. 2, there 
is a textual lacuna ın the MSS. Most editions fill this in wıth a 
section compiled by Father Vincentius de Castro (cf. the text as 
printed hy Marietti. Turin. Quaestiones Disputatae, Il. 491a-494a). 


Introduction 1 


These Questions are most important sources of information about 
the personal thousht of St. Thomas. They will often be found more 
complete and more analytical than corresponding passages in the 
Summa Theologica.a They have the same article structure as the 
Summa Theologica. 

(111) Scriptural Commentaries. These include ten expositions of 
various parts of the Old and New Testament. St. Thomas had a 
sood knowledge of Holy Scripture but he did not have the linguistic 
equipment to deal adequately wıth problems of textual criticism. 
His commentaries present many problems of authenticity and chronol- 
ogy. The printed versions are often textually defective. None has 
appeared in the Leonine edition. 

(1vV) Commentaries on Aristotle, Boethius, Dionysius and the ‘Liber 
de Causis’. With exception of the Organon, St. Thomas wrote ex- 
positions of most of the philosophic (as distinguished from the treat- 
ıses on natural science) works of Ariıstotle.. These thomistic com- 
mentaries contain much of his philosophical thought. However, they 
are not “personal” works, in the sense that the Summa Theologica 
is. St. Thomas usually explains the text as he finds ıt, only dis- 
agreeing wıth Ariıstotle where he finds something that ıs definitely 
incompatible wıth Christian principles. He was influenced, particu- 
larly from the point of view of style, by the classıc commentaries of 
the twelfth-century, Arabic scholar, Averro&ö (the Commentator). 
|lence, all due care must be taken not to base an exposıtion of 
thomistic doctrine on an ısolated portion of one of these commentaries. 
The expositions of Boethius, Dionysius the Pseudo-Areopagite, and 
the Liber de Causis (all frequently printed among the Opuscula) are 
equally ımportant for the study of the philosophy and the theology 
of St. Thomas. 

(v) Opuscula. This ıs a group of more than thırty miscellaneous 
works, mostly short but in some cases (such as the Compendium 
Theologiae) of considerable scope.. Some of his finest thinking is 
contained in these Opuscula. From the late thirteenth to the six- 
teenth centuries there was a tendency among thomists to increase the 
number of these little works by making compilations of texts from 
well-known works of St. Thomas, or by attrıbuting later treatises 
to him." Hence, the classic Pıana edition (1570 A.D.) printed more 
than seventy Opuscula, of which about half arc really authentic. The 
fact that a treatise is printed in the Opera Omnia is, then, no guaran- 
tee of ıts authenticity. The reader will avoıid needless difficulty by 
following Lite guidance of Grabmann or Mandonnet in using the 
Opuscula. For those who have not easy access to their studies, the

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following chronological list wıll prove helpful. It contains a minimal 
group of unquestionably authentic Opuscula. There may be a few 
others which later researches wıll remove from die doubtful cate- 
g0ly- 

ın the following list, all of the extant works of St. Thomas that are 
known to be authentic are named and numbered in chronological 
sequence. The order of listing ıs only meant to be approximative. 
Many works took more than one year in their preparation and over- 
lapped on other writings. In these cases, the year ın which they 
were begun is used for purposes of determining sequence. The stand- 
ard studies by De Rubeis, Mandonnet, Grabmann, Pelster, Birken- 
majer, Glorieux, Bacic, and others listed in the Bibliography, form the 
basis of the present chronology? No originality is claimed by the 
present writer for this information about the dating of the writings. 
However, it ıs important for every serious student of St. Thomas to 
pay some attention to the temporal sequence of the works. Thoush 
his thought matured very early and remained remarkably consistent 
throughout his more than twenty-five years of literary actıvity, there 
is little doubt that St. Thomas did perfect his terminology and thousht 
as he grew older.” The list given here makes it possible to follow 
through such developments in any area of thomistic study. The cus- 
tom of listing St. Thomas works ın three groups, according to sub- 
ject-matter. stems from the fourteenth century catalogues and there 
is no reason for keeping such divisions ın modern scholarship.” 

It wıll also be noticed that certain treatises arc listed, herein, as 
rcporlaliones. l’hıs means, of course, that they were transcribed by 
other men from the oral teaching of St. Thomas. Many were cor- 
rected later by St. Thomas. The fact that a work ıs called a reporta- 
tio should not be interpreted as suggesting that the treatise is not 
authentic. However.it ıs well to keep in mind that some reportationes 
were not prepared for publication by St. Thomas himself. 

Because titles of the same works vary greatly from one edition to 
another, and in different tradıtions of MSS, the present lıst gıves the 
most common titles and also the opening (incipit) and closing 
(desinit) lines of each work. The locations of all works in the 
widely-used Opera Omnia are also appended. There is no complete 
and critical edition of all the authentic works of St. Thomas. It ıs 
hoped that the Leonine edition will eventually remedy thıs situation, 
but at the present rate of publication ıt wıll not be completed ın the

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twentieth century. Where good editions of separate works exist, 
these are listed also. It has not been possible to give all editions 
of such frequently published treatises as the Summa Theologica or the 
De ente et essentia. For those who wısh more information on such 
recent editions and translations, ıt is recommended that they consult 
the Bibliography, II A: Editions of Latin liorks, and II 1.;, Trans- 
lations. 

Sınce many writers follow the regrettable practice of cıting the 
Opuscula solely by their serial numbers in the Piana edition, without 
giving the title, these Piana numbers arc given for each opusculum. 
Other editions (notably that of Mandonnet) use a different system 
of numbering and the result ıs chaos. It ıs much better to refer to 


each opusculum by its proper title.
